o f Philadelphia, field director of the 
S tate Cham ber of Commerce, brought 
a m essage of happiness and optim ism 
to an audience of 116 persons at a 
“ Ladies’ N ight” banquet of the G et­ 
tysburg Cham ber of Commerce at the 
Eagle H otel, Thursday evening. 
“ H istory does not rep eat itself,” 
D r. 
C attail, 
Philadelphia’s 
former- 
city statistician, said, “ but it moves in 
spirals, alway* m aking the world b et­ 
te r and better. 
W ithin my own per­ 
sonal knowledge, the wealth of A m er­ 
ica has grown ten tim es as fast as 
the population.” 
The speaker declared th at the theory 
that m illionaires are being made at 
the expense of those not so fo rtu n ate­ 
ly situated is nonsense, adding 
th a t 
“ people are ju st beginning to use their 
God-given brains to m ake the unearn­ 
ed increm ent bring in retu rn s.” 
As an exam ple of w hat has been 
done by scientific m easures, Dr. Cat- 
te lI pointed to conditions in the South 
in year v rn* by when cottonseed was 
burned as garbage. 
“Scientific men 
looked into th a t 
graftage can 
and 
found a product th a t now yields an in­ 
come of $800,000.00t) a y ear,” he s ta t­ 
ed. 
He also cited th e g reat Atneri- 
«an desert, that form erly was nothing 
more than its nam e said, but which 
now feeds thousands of persons from 
crops of w heat and com grow n on it. 
Dr C attell preached the doctrine of 
happiness throughout his address. 
He 
declared th a t everybody is hum an and 
th at some m ake m istakes and slip 
backw ard, but th a t it w'as every p er­ 
son’s business to m ake everybody else 
happy. 
“The positive side of life m ust be 
cultivated, but not a t the expense of 
the negative,” he asserted, adm onish­ 
ing his audience “ to pull the weeds 
and plant flowers.” 
He said there 
m ust be rich persons w ithout m aking 
other persons poor, and th a t there 
m ust be happy people w ithout m aking 
o th er people unhappy. 
“The reasons 
people are g ettin g rich,’’ said Dr. C at­ 
tell “are th a t they are 
developing 
science and th a t b etter com m ercial 
relations are com ing to reign over all.” 
Dr. 
C attell 
practiced 
w-hat 
he 
preached about spreading happiness, 
and his address was illum inated tim e 
and again with hum orous stories which 
sent his audience into paroxysm s of 
laughter. 
Occasionally he would lay 
th e hum orous vein aside and introduce j 
pathos 
which 
moved 
his 
hearers j 
strongly. 
He frequently quoted the Bible and I 
the late Robert Lewis Stevenson, poet j 
and essayist, who, he said, was a per- 
sonal 
friend 
before 
his 
untim ely 
death. 
He also quoted Em erson and I 
other philosophers, but quite often 
his philosophy was born of his own J 
mind. 
Speaking of the C ham ber of Com­ 
m erce as an organization, Dr, C attell 
declared th a t in tim es of need it was 
so organized th at it could function 
quickly and effectively. 
He cited the 
exam ple of the Philadelphia Cham ber 
with its 7,000 mem bers.
